3. Tin.—Tin tyock and tin scrap. 

4. Zinc.—Zinc or spelter, unwrought including mazak alloys of zinc and 

aluminium containing not less than 94% zinc, zinc dross, dust, ashes 
and zinc in the form of ingots, cake, tile, slab, olate and granulations 
including all forms of zinc scrap, zinc wrought including wire, rods, 
sections, sheets including highly polished sheets especially prepared 
for making process blocks, lithographic sheets and the following manu¬ 
factures, namely, zinc, perforated sheet cut to size.
